including a workshop 
on human rights in its summer day 
camps. The workshop, which was 
developed by the John I jumphrey 
Centre on Peace and Human Rights, 
is designed to teach kids about their 
rights as children. 

Human rights and what happens 
to people when those rights are vio- 
lated may seem like heavy subjects 
for six year olds, but the program's 
coordinators say it's the right age to 
start learning. 

“The kids have rights they should 
be aware of, and they should respect 
the rights of others as well,” says 
Andy Pearcey. “The earlier people 
know their rights and the rights of 
others, the better citizens they will be 
in the long run.” 

Pearcey says the coordinators are 
careful to keep the program light for 
the younger groups, playing lots of 
games and focusing on basic UN 
Rights of the Child, rather than 
engaging in-depth discussions on 
specific rights and issues. But pro- 
gram co-coordinator Jane Conly says 
parents and educators shouldn’t 
underestimate what world issues 
their children are aware of. “The 
often make the connection between 
the tsunami or poverty in Africa and 
the right to food and water,” she 
says. “And they know what's going 
on in Iraq, so they make the connec- 
tion between the need for protection 
from war.”

erate tough questions. 

“The really hard question is why 
some kids don’t have rights,” says 
Conly. “And that’s one we really 
can’t answer.” 

The coordinator for the River Val- 
ley Day Camps say she’s pleased 
with how the program is working, 
and she hopes the Rights in the Sun 
program will be part of the day 
camps again next summer. 

“It’s important for them to know 
what their rights are,” says Valerie 
Streit. “They know, ‘well, I can play,’ 
but they don’t know it’s their right to 
play. And they seem to come togeth- 
er as a group after the workshop— 
they seem to understand each other 
better.” 

The workshop ends with a discus- 
sion of what the kids can do to pro- 
mote human rights—everything 
from carrying UNICEF bo: t Hal- 
loween to resolving their conflicts 
peacefully. 

Nine-year-old Laura Hay says she 
plans to pass what she learned at 
summer camp on to her parents. 

“Because human rights are basi- 
cally what make us live right now. 
Without human rights, I don’t think 
we could exist.”

United hate 


Does the USA deserve 
the decades of humiliation it faces? 


THE WORLD HATES AMERICA MORE 
than ever, according toa new Pew 
Research poll of 16,000 citizens in 15 
countries. Most Canadians think 
Americans are exceptionally rude. The 
Chinese say they’re violent and 
greedy. Nearly half of Turks—up 
from 32 per cent a year ago—say they 
dislike Americans as individuals and 
America as a nation, according to the 
survey. Muslims have a “quite nega- 
tive hostility toward America,” says 
Pew president Andrew Kohut. Even 
among their traditional allies, he says, 
the United States “remains broadly 
disliked.” 

The reason for the America’s declin- 
ing popularity is no mystery: Bush's 
unjustified, illegal war against Iraq 
But Iraq, Bush’s doctrine of preemp- 
tive warfare and instances of prisoners 
being tortured and even murdered 
aren't completely unprecedented 
Cheney’s neoconservatives are merely 
the latest executors of an aggressive 
foreign policy that has long prompted 
fear, hatred and resentment among 
the leaders and citizens of other 
nations. Beginning with Theodore 
Roosevelt's brutal suppression of Fil- 
ipino insurgents at the dawn of the 
20th century, continuing with the 
holocaust of two million Vietnamese 
civilians under LBJ and Nixon’s carpet 
bombs, and recently exemplified by a 
series of bullying adventures against 
such defenseless nations as Grenada, 
Panama and Afghanistan, the US has 
become, perhaps to its surprise, the 
biggest danger to peace and stability 
on the planet. 

Many Americans, still taking pride 
in the memorable image of “Gift of 
USA” flag logos on bags of grain 
being tossed to starving Afmcans, find 
it difficult to accept the role of interna- 
tional pariah. But the truth is that 
many people are as scared of the US 
as they were of Germany and Japan in 
1939. 


POST-DISASTER PACIFISM 
Ah, irony. Our rep has gone down 
the toilet with the Koran, but things 
are looking up for the Axis powers we 





defeated in World War II 

Germany, nearly recov 
ered from the economic 
shock of reunification and a 
lead partner in the European 
Community, is lobbying for a per 
manent seat on the United Nations 
security council. “Because of [Ger 
many’s role in Iraq, Afghanistan and 
the Balkans],” Chancellor Gerhard 
Schroeder told Bush at the White 
House on June 28, “we have earned 
certain rights.” Bush, seeking payback 
for Schroeder's lack of support for the 
Iraq war, is said to be cool to the Ger 
man bid. Nevertheless, bringing up 
the question demonstrates Germany's 
newfound self-confidence. As the Ger- 
man weekly Der Spiegel commented 
“Normally it is only superpowers 
who express themselves—and their 
rights—so aggressively.” 

Twenty countries, including India 
Japan and Brazil, want to join the pres- 
tigious security council. Controversy 
continues to dog Japan's efforts to be 
recognized as a major military as well 
as economic power, mainly due to its 
refusal to come to terms with its part 
in World War Il. Japanese textbooks 
gloss over atrocities in China, and the 
government has never issued a formal 
apology. Prime Minister Junichiro 
Koizumi continues to pay honours at 
a shrine to Japan's war dead, includ- 
ing known war criminals. But Bush 
supports just one addition to the Big 
Five: Japan. 


THE COMEBACK KIDS 

Germany and Japan's remarkable 
comeback since 1945 holds an instruc- 
tive lesson for the United States today. 
During the last six decades both coun- 
tries recovered from total defeat, mas- 
sive loss of life and infrastructure, and 
the humiliation of occupation by con- 
centrating first on economic revival, 
then building a political society 
designed to cause as little offense as 
possible to the international communi- 
ty and finally, since the end of the 
Cold War, asserting themselves mili- 
tarily but only in peace-keeping mis- 
sions which even their former enemies 
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couldn't openly 
oppose. Now both 

are poised to resume 

the roles they played before they 
la hed their empire-buildit 





tary S, no longer as ¢ 
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sionist aggressors but as powerful 


nations worthy of trust and respect 


Partic ularly in Germany, every 
postw ar generation was taught about 
the evils of militarism and the horrors 
their parents and grandparents had 
carried out in the name of God and 
country. Pacifism is the norm; Nazism 
is reviled. Even in Japan, where official 
signs of contrition haven't been forth- 
coming, only a few nostalgic nutcases 
yearn for the glorious days of the 
Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity 
Sphere. No one’s afraid of the Axis 
anymore. 

Now the US is the sole, charter 
member of its own Axis of Evil: invad- 
ing and threatening invasions, break- 
ing arms treaties willy-nilly, kidnap- 
ping and murdering foreign citizens 
without cause, refusing to abide by 
the Geneva conventions. But that will 
change someday—whether they’re 
forced to change, as were Germany 
and Japan, or whether the US chooses 
a different path on its own. What's 
daunting is how much time—and 
humility—it will take for the rest of 
the world to trust America as much as 
they trust Germany and Italy.

Suffice it to say that the smallest 
details foreshadow these surprises, 
in heartbreaking and heart-lifting 
ways. 

Thate “feel good” movies. Gener- 
ally, I find movies billed that way to 
be manipulative and unenlightening 
bits of banal commerce that play to 
pat middle-class prejudices and self- 
satisfaction. So I don’t use the term 
lightly. But this is a real feel-good 
movie, which relies on natural—and 
compelling—storytelling and resists 
every temptation to exaggerate 
events or manipulate the viewer, so 
the moments of genuine tragedy and 
genuine joy are all the more power- 
ful. No love story out of Hollywood 
can hold a candle to this one. Any- 
one who doesn’t leave this movie 
feeling good, feeling every emotion 
in their heart, needs toseek help.

The physical landscape of the 
South itself, rugged and stunning 
and featured to great effect in each 
of the films, is epically timeless, pro- 
viding an equally appropriate back- 
drop for movies like Pier Paolo 
Pasolini’s The Gospel According to St. 
Matthew (1964), an austere and 
harrowing version of the life of 
Jesus that is both far simpler and 
far more effective than Mel Gibson’s 
shock schlock opera. The familiar 
stories are given new life when 
played out against a backdrop of 
ancient Roman ruins and sweeping, 
rocky vistas. 

While the sensational nature of 
Pasolini’s death has tended to

ONCE UPON A TIME, WHEN A BAND 
was super-catchy, whole throngs of 
scenesters were known to wobble a 
leg up and down in time to the 
music. On certain magical nights, 
when the beat was unbearably 
amazing and the Stella was on spe- 
cial, spontaneous incidents of the 
Indie Nod might have even broken 


out in tandem with the leg wobbles: 
arms casually folded across the 
chest, eyes fixed on the stage, bangs 
falling across the forehead; the ulti- 
mate hipster wanton display of 
enthusiasm involved a gentle, rhyth- 
mic head-bobbing along with the 
kick drum. 

Then came Shout Out Out Out 
Out, unleashing more latent energy 
than a Los Alamos physics experi- 
ment as they induced Edmonton 
band-watchers to shed their man- 


purses along with their inhibitions 
and transform into one writhing, 
seething, Studio 54-esque mass. 
Rarely has there been this much 
dancing outside of gay bars and 
movies that feature “the kids” stick- 
ing it to the town preacher and his 
cronies. 

And how could they not dance? 
Between mirror image drummers 
Gravy and Clint Frazier flailing 
manically away at their kits, 
vocoder-armed ringleader Nik

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Kozub bouncing up and down like 
Tigger on amphetamines while fre- 
quently announcing, “We're a 
DANCE band!”, and bandmates 
Lyle Bell, Jason Troock, and Will 
Zimmerman either manning bass 
guitars or electro instruments, you'd 
have to be a truly spiritless, puppy- 
kicking, monster to be unmoved by 
the joyful display that is Shout Out 
Out Out Out. 

Not to mention the sonic assault. 
Virtually everything played by the 
boys resonates in the chest like a 
deep, thrilling crush and the willful 
mirth of their dance floor anthems 
bypasses the brain and goes straight 
for the body's shimmy-centres in the 
hips and shoulders. Shout Out 
tunes, spiked with titles like “The 
Waveforms Look Like Sausages,” 
are like speedballs for the feet. 

Although the group features 
members of alpha local bands like 
Whitey Houston, The Franklins, and 
Veal, few could have predicted the 
sheer amount of zoom Shout Out 
took off with as they rocketed into 
the stratosphere, least of all the par- 
ticipants.

When their staggering plethora 
of gear caused the power to cut out 
mid-song, the band started clapping 
the rhythm, and in an awesome dis- 
play of hive-mind, the entire room 
followed, staying on beat until the 
electricity surged back on and the 
gang picked right up where they'd 
let off, to a riot of cheers. 

Hitting NXNE earlier this sum- 
mer snagged them glowing national 
press, management (in the form of 
the selective folks at Six Shooter), 
and a slot in October's cross-Canada 
Exclaim! tour.

That's a market that the vinyl will 
drop in, alongside the Canadian 
release. A simultaneous digital 
release through iTunes and other e- 
shops takes the band global. 

“We're definitely pro-Edmonton, 
but we're not Edmonton-exclusive,” 
nods Kozub. “We'd love to tour Ger- 
many.” 

Aside from reaching outside their 
country, Kozub and Troock also 
think they can find converts beyond 
the narrow “dance band” genre 
lovers. 

Kozub points to their elder drum- 
mer as evidence. “I don’t think Gravy 
will ever go buy a techno record, but 
he's accepting of it now. He can rec- 
ognize when something is slamming. 
Genre? No one knows what to call 
this stuff. It’s freaking out. The kind 
of music we're doing is still not 
prevalent. No one in Canada that I 
know of.

A total dance and 
floor anthem. They know when to bring in 
heavy bass line; come in with a hook. Perfectly 


crafted” 

The duo fret that “essential” is limiting. “It 
might be better to do a ‘recommended listen- 
ing’ thing, just because we change our minds so 
much and great stuff is constantly coming out,” 
emails Kozub, along with a list Manhead, Mu,

WASN'T THAT A PARTY? VOLUNTEER 
crews from the Edmonton Folk Music Festi- 
val will have finished taking down the 
small city they constructed for the 26th 
annual event sometime next week but 
the memories created by four days of 
great music will remain for years. 

The festival is always about discover- 
ies, and this year was no exception for 
this observer. Vusi Mahlasela, from 
South Africa was an artist that was a vir- 
tual unknown before making his way to 
the festival this past weekend. By the 
time he finished his set on Stage 7 late 
Sunday afternoon he had won many new 
fans with songs inspired by years of 
oppression and tempered by hope, not to 
mention his incredible, lyrical guitar play- 
ing. 

With just 17 slots on the main stage 
and over 60 acts at the festival there was 
a lot of second-guessing about who 
should, or shouldn't, have been on main 
stage. My straw poll had Alejandro 
Escovedo as the act that deserved main 
stage exposure, but didn't get it. 

On the other hand, many of the per- 
formers on main had every right to be 
there. Mavis Staples provided the soul, 
Doyle Lawson and Quicksilver were 
perhaps the tightest band ever seen in 
these parts, and Johnny Clegg and 
Alpha Blondy gave us the best in world 
music. Allison Krauss and Union Sta- 
tion mesmerized the crowd Sunday night 
with beautiful harmonies and unparalleled 
picking while John Prine proved once 
again why he is a legend. 

Best line of the festival from main 
stage: “Awww, shuddup.” Steve Earle 
to some idiot in the audience who was 
yelling out “Copperhead Road!” 

Kelley Hunt is in town tonight (Aug 
11) at the Sidetrack Café. The blues 
pianist songwriter and singer from 
Lawrence, Kansas was last in town for 
the blues festival in 200! where she 


wowed the crowd with a set of great 
original songs, brilliant blues piano, and a 
crystal clear voice. She'll have copies of 
her latest recording, New Shade of Blue, 
with her. The 12-track disc features a 
half-dozen solid originals, a duet with 
Delbert McClinton, and guitar work 
from Colin Linden. Seen in perfor- 
mance earlier this summer, Hunt 
sparkled, mixing gospel, soul, and blues 
influences in a moving set at the Water- 
front Blues Festival in Portland Oregon. 

A couple of quick jazz notes. Rollan- 
da Lee and the Canadian Hot Stars 
Jazz Band along with some special 
guests present Jazz in the Park at the 
Heritage Amphitheatre in Hawrelak Park 
this Sunday (Aug 12). Tickets and infor- 
mation at 488-5043. First City 
(10136-100 St) continues to host live jazz 
on Saturday nights. Catch Shucker this 
weekend and Don Berner’s Quartet 
on the 20th. 

Three new recordings crossed my 
desk this week that no self-respecting 
blues fan should be without. 

The new Rod Piazza and the 
Mighty Flyers disc, For the Chosen Who 
on Delta Groove records finds the harp 
master and his piano playing wife, Honey, 
in fine form. It also includes a bonus 
DVD and guest shots from Finis Tasby, 
Kid Ramos, Phil Guy and Johnny Dyer. 

The Fabulous Thunderbirds have 
released Painted On on Tone Cool 
Records. It’s the first T-Birds recording 
to feature young guitarist Nick Curran, 
who left his solo career to join the band. 

Alvin Youngblood Hart takes us of 
a wild ride on the new Tone Cool record 
Motivational Speaker. If you're used to 
hearing Hart in an acoustic setting hold 
on to your hat because this new disc is 
soaked in electric boogie and rock riffs, 
while never going over the top.

IF YOU’RE WALKING DOWNTOWN 
tonight and you hear what sounds like 
a machine-led apocalypse, stay calm, 
the end is not near—Kid606 and his 
friends are in town for the first time, 
delighting hardcore and experimental 
music fans with frenetic beats and ear- 
shredding tones. But, what are those 
warm, pastoral sounds and laidback 
but thunderous dub beats? That 
would be Kid606 as well. 

Trying to guess what Miguel 
Manuel Depedro (aka Kid606) will do 
next is an impossible task. For years, 
with releases on major indies like 
Ipecac and Mille Plateaux, and then on 
his own successful Tigerbeat6 label, 
Depedro has kept even his most 
dedicated fans confused with old- 
skool hardcore breakbeat, illegal 
bootlegs and mashups, and serene, 
beat-less soundscapes. On the phone 


label mates Knifehandchop and Eats 
Tapes, Depedro’s mind rifles quickly 
through thoughts, bouncing around 
with only the most tenuous of connec- 
tions, while promising everyone a 
completely mixed show with all sides 
of his mania. 

“The first thing was definitely stuff 
by this Chicago hardcore guy, Delta 
9,” recalls of being a West- 
coast kid inspired by the mid-West 
hardcore sounds of the early-to-mid- 
"90s. “That and all the Industrial 
Strength records and Drop Bass Net- 
work stuff... and also noise and heavy 
metal, too. Sometimes on Ministry or 
Godflesh records you would have 
these remixes that were really good. 
When | started to make music, I 
wasn't trying to make something 
‘brand new.’ I was just wanted to 
make something that I could do.” 

While at times it strikes wonder as 
to how anyone could enjoy such harsh 
sounds, it seems that Depedro, more 
than most, has been able to break 
through to many listeners, in even the 
most mainstream markets. And he 


resources. When you think about hy 
many labels and artists are out ther: 
Tigerbeaté has certainly become 
more accessible through his work, s 
much so that Depedro is constantly 
being handed demos at shows. “I 
hardly listen to any, and I don’t ev: 
listen to the ones that come into th« 
label anymore. You‘d like to, but let 
say you get three or four a day—w! 
has those three or four hours every 
day to listen to them? There are on 
24 hours ina day. I think it’s best fo 
people to release their music and 
make a name for themselves first 

“To be honest, the music that get 
released on the label is the result of 
people hassling me for years, or m: 
finding them on my own. DJ/Ruptur 
had these crazy mix tapes and 
included a track of mine on one of 
them, and Knifehandchop used to 
email me all the time with ideas fr 
when I was 18.” 

All of what you'll hear tonight at 
the Victory Lounge makes up just 
small part of the Tigerbeat6 sound 
arguably (or frustratingly) more ecle 
tic than any other electronic label 
Knifehandchop’s sound is that of 
breakcore-breakbeats sped up and 
tortured far past the BPMs of the 
hardest jungle; Eats Tapes offers some 
of the most experimental meditati 
on the “acid” side of hardcore that 
you'll ever hear. 

“The term ‘sonic artists’ as it relates 
to people on the label is more that it’s 
about making social art and making 
connections in different ways thar 
making sound art with only subtle dif 
ferences in the technical aspects of th 
sound,” Depedro says. “For instar 
the album by Soft Pink Truth is loved 
by many of the same DJs that love 
the DJ/Rupture. The music on Tiger 
beat6 represents diversity.”

“Twas listening to it non-stop, and I 
didn’t know who recorded it, so I 
looked it up and called [Stewart]. I 
told him ‘You know, we're a totally 
different kind of band,but I love 

our production and the energy on 
that record.’ It has more of a live feel, 
and it’s really what we're trying to 
do with this record. I think our old 


The band spent many a night at 
Robert Lang Studios—famous for 
producing the works of Nirvana and 
the Afghan Whigs—with Stewart, 
“wasting” hours finding the right 
tones, the right vibe that would rede- 
fine Pretty Girls Make Graves’ 
sound. 


THE OLD ROMANCE 

“Do you remember what the 
music meant?” is a simple question 
Andrea Zollo asked on “Speakers 
Push The Air” during the opening 
moments of Pretty Girls Make 
Graves’ Good Health. A question I 
readily throw back at Fudesco. 

What did it mean back then? 
And, more importantly, what does 
your music mean to you now? 

“It’s more of a celebration of the 
type of people that we are, or peo- 
ple in our community: the type of 
people that get a record and feel it’s 
the most exciting thing in the 
world,” he explains.

IN THE MID-’805, DWAYNE GOETTEL 
was just another Edmonton kid 
dreaming of a career in music He'd 
been a member of The Pinstripe Club, 
with whom he recorded a couple of 
demos and which later changed its 
name to Psyche. He’d recorded an EP 
with Voice, which later changed its 














































































































name to Office, and performed with 
Water—who didn’t get around to 
changing their name, but did open for 
Skinny Puppy, an up-and-coming 
electro punk outfit from Vancouver, 
on their stop in E’ ville in late 1985. 

Up to that point, Skinny Puppy had 
been a duo consisting of drummer 
and keyboardist Kevin Crompton 
alias cEvin Key) and vocalist Kevin 
Ogilvie (alias Nivek Ogre), occasional- 
ly performing with keyboardist Bill 
Leeb (alias Wilhelm Schroeder). But 
Leeb harboured a desire to start up a 
band of his own, and shortly after the 
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tour ended—and halfway through the 
recording of the band’s second 
album—he departed to form 

Front Line Assembly. 

Leeb’s decision to leave left an 
opening that Crompton, having 
befriended Dwayne, felt could be east- 
ly filled by the kid from Edmonton 
and invited him to leave home and 
join the circus. 

In Dwayne, Skinny Puppy didn’t 
just gain a technically-skilled key- 
boardist, but rather a classically- 
trained musician who applied his 
knowledge to the band’s composition- 
al approach, expanding and embell- 
ishing it. Dwayne’s knowledge of 
samplers was pivotal to Skinny 
Puppy’s development into one of the 
most influential industrial bands. 


SPARKING THE BARK 
Skinny Puppy had begun as an 
unnamed and undirected project of 
Images In Vogue drummer Kevin 
“Key” Crompton, who, bored with 
the constraints of pop and the industry 
that surrounds it, had started experi- 
menting with home recordings aim- 
ing to present the world froma dog's 
eye view. In Calgary poet Ogre, with 
whom he'd first had a wordless 
encounter with at a Safeway, Key had 
found a vocalist perfectly suited for his 
vision, and in Dwayne the musical 
partner with the required skills. 
Together, they manipulated and muti- 
lated found sounds in combination 
with the use-and misuse-of various 
electronic and acoustic instruments in 
order to create “audio sculptures” that 
crossed over the boundaries of several 
different genres simultaneously.

They became an audio equivalent 
of film directors like David Cronen- 
berg or Atom Egoyan, exploring our 
fears of bodily transformation and 
infection ina manner where the psy- 
chological is intertwined with the 
physical, exploring themes of isolation 
and interaction mediated through 
technology and various 
power structures. 

Living the words of Hugh Le 
Caine, the Canadian inventor of sev- 
eral electronic instruments and gad- 
gets, Skinny Puppy pioneered the use 
of the studio as an instrument, 
approaching editing and re-recording, 
as an artistic process furthering 
reinterpretation. 


CUTTING IT UP 

Whereas on previous albums the 
band developed its unique sound in 
combination with more experimental 
recordings, on VIVIsectVI their tech- 
niques were fully integrated into a 
coherent and solid work. It remains 
their most focused recording, Its title 
was intended to be a pun on both 
vivisection and Satanism (hence the 
“666” in roman numerals), and it 
tackles equally disturbing themes: 
industrial pollution, political reaction 
to the proliferation of AIDS, child 
abuse, deforestation, and rape. 

“VX Gas Attack” mimics a real 
news broadcast from virtually any of 
the various conflicts in the Middle 
East, intertwining actual media sam- 
ples with vocals performed in a man- 
ner reminiscent of “on location” 
reporting, It toys with the idea that 
anything experienced in media—be it 
chemical warfare or even Skinny 


Puppy’s music—is harmless 
entertainment. t 
“Testure,” the centerpiece of the 
album, compares animal vivisectio: 
toa holocaust on animals; released 
a single it became the band’s most 
successful recording, marking thei:

DOWNWARD SPIRAL, 
LASTING LEGACY 
VIVisectVI marks a pinnacle in t 
band’s career, at which they were: 
merely peaking as musicians but 
as friends. Increasing success broug} 
a change of lifestyle, famous rock 
friends with even more famous di 
habits brought addiction on a scal 
befitting celebrity, which, in turn, 
compounded the emerging cleft 
between Ogre on one hand and k 
and Dwayne on the other. Henc« 
album also marks the point at w! 
the band begun its personal desc 
into the lower depths, which wasn‘ 
broken until—in an ending that mac 
it seem as though the lugubrious cr 
ations evoked on their albums had 
finally managed to escape into th: 
real world—Dwayne was found dead 
at home in Edmonton on August 
23rd, 1995. 

While Skinny Puppy’s success, in 
commercial terms, has been limited in 
North America, their influence on 
music in the Wester world has been 
immense, allowing the Nettwerk label 
to grow into one of Canada’s largest 
independents, while adding more 
limbs to Canada’s electronic family 
tree than just about anyone else. Front 
Line Assembly, Cyberaktif, The Tear 
Garden, Doubting Thomas, Deleri- 
um, PlatEAU and Download have all 
sprung from Skinny Puppy’s twisted 
roots, while many more remain 

in their debt.

Sun, 2 pm, Détour De Seta \n order to cele- 
brate the half-century of cinema of Vittorio De 
Seta, a Sicilian documentarian neglected by 
critics and only recently rediscovered, the 
Sicilian Regional Film Library produced this 
journey through cinema and memory 
between past and present Southern Italy 
Director Salvo Cuccia focuses on the great 
change that, starting from the postwar period 
(1945), wiped out the local. popular, archaic 
cultures of the South of Italy. De Seta’s ability 
to give voice to a vivid and many-voiced story 
showed the world of farmers, fishermen, min- 
ers, and shepherds while it was threatened 
with extinction. Today, at the age of 80, De 


Seta is still interested in the forgotten classes 
of the world, and shows Cuccia some images 
of Lettere dal Sahara, his new film (2004) on 
a Senegalese migrant who, after crossing the 
whole Italy, decides to go back to Africa. 

Sun, 7 pm, /'m Not Scared Italian director 
Gabriele Salvatores masterfully directs this 
eerie and engrossing suspense thriller involv- 
ing a 10-year-old boy who lives in rural 
southern Italy. It is summertime and Michele 
is free to spend the long sunny days riding 
his bike and running through the wheat fields. 
Because there are only a few other children in 
the village Michele often plays alone. One day 
he discovers a hole in the ground, obscured 
by wheat, where a boy his age is chained and 
imprisoned. The boy has clearly been starved 
and mistreated; yet Michele approaches him 
fearlessly and attempts to make friends with 
him. Michele doesn't ask too many questions, 
nor does he draw conclusions about why the 
boy is in the hole, or who put him there. I'm 
Not Scared is a moving film built on crystal 
clear Images of the Italian sun, sky, and 
wheat fields; strangely offset by its startling 
loss-of-innocence story. 

Sun, 9 pm, My Brother-In-Law Toni and Vito 
are brothers-in-law. Toni is forty, wise, but 
slipshod — always rushing around with no set 
timetable in his work as a small time busi- 


nessman. Vito, who’s married to Toni’s sister, 


is an ordinary clerk and leads an ordinary life 
Vito attends the baptism of Toni’s son with 
his wife Anna, when his new car is stolen 


With the good mood of the party in jeopardy, 
Tino tallows his sister's prompting to go and 
Jook for the car with his brother-in-law. And 
so these two start a journey in Toni’s high- 
powered sports car through the various met- 
ropolitan landscapes, in a night that seems 
endless. Through this adventure, shoulder-to- 
shoulder, the two brothers-in-iaw learn to 
trust each other bit-by-bit, and at the dawn of 
a new day the pair end up walking more or 
less at the same pace. 

Mon, 7 pm, Sailing Home A revelatory debut 
from photographer Vincenzo Marra, which 
was awarded prizes for best film at the 
International Week of Film Critics in Venice 
and for best director in Valencia. It is a brood- 
ing, naturalistic tale, following a group of fish- 
ermen who risk their lives fishing illegally in 
the strait dividing Sicily from North Africa. 
The crew converse in grutt Neapolitan dialect 
and the dialogue is often philosophical, yet 
it's the long, speechless shots which seem 
most contemplative. Played in dialect by non- 
professional actors, Tornando a casa dwells 
carefully and lyrically on the relationship 
between man and sea. 
Mon, 9 pm, Three Step Dancing Ballo a tre 
passi features four short stories, each of them 
linked to a different season, set between 
memories and modernity in the Sardinia of 
the year 2000. In Primavera, four children 
arrive from the mountains by truck and dis- 
cover for the first time the sea beyond the 
dunes. In Estate, a young shepherd meets 
Solveig, a French girl who has landed on the 
beach with her biplane. In Autunno, a nun 
goes back to her village for her cousin's wed- 
ding and, during the celebrations, she is prey 
to an indefinable melancholy. In Inverno, an 
elderly person crosses the city by night look- 
ing for a prostitute. Played almost completely 
in Sardinian dialect, this feature film is a kind 
of visual symphony combining bitter and 
sweet tastes. 

Tue, 7 pm, The Hundred Steps | Cento passi 
is based upon a true story set in the small vil- 
lage of Cinisi, close to the Palermo-Punta 
Raisi airport, an important centre for drug 
trafficking. The house of Tano Badalamenti, a 
well-known mafia boss, is just one hundred 
steps away from the house of young Peppino 
Impastato. Peppino is a brave young Sicilian 
who decides not to keep quiet about the 
insidious influence of the Mafia in his home 
island. Peppino’s struggle — in the squares, in 
the newspapers, over the airwaves of a free 
radio — starts as an act of rebellion against his 
father’s resignation. but it soon becomes an 
act of defiance that exposes the crimes of the 
Mafia to the world.

eleven and twelve years old, respectively, are 
both children of separated parents and meet 
by chance during a suffocating summer in 
Naples. Their friendship becomes an alliance 
through which they try to overcome family 
difficulties and the sudden changes of mood 
of their frantic forty-year-old fathers. To 
them, their fathers appear confused and 
unable to put order in their own lives, victims 
as they are of perpetual indecision. From one 
adventure to another in a sunny and nearly 
deserted city, the two children get to know 
and understand each other. As if gaining 
strength from one another, they start looking 
at their parents with a more detached and 
ironic eye. Together they find a way of pro- 
tecting themselves from the blows inflicted 
‘on them by the adult world. Without ostenta- 
tion, pathos or rhetoric, it is one of the few 
films that analyze and tell stories of children 
as genuine people, not as tragic or comical 
stereotypes.

Hey, at 85, she’s been around the block a 
few times. She knows what young whipper- 
snappers like 65-year-old Bob will try to 
get away with if you don’t keep ‘em in line.

Most of the time, the not-so-young cou 
ple sits on Helen's bed in her nursing home 
room, neckin’ like a coupla teenagers, 
which doesn't win her any brownie points 
with certain residents, or staff members 
who feel she is dishonouring her dead hus- 
band with her wanton ways. 

Helen couldn't care less. 

Her relationship with Bob makes her 
feel young and happy, she says. She gets 
despondent whenever they are separated 
for too long, like most of us when we're 
really into someone. 

Sadly, most of us don’t think “crazy old 
ladies” should feel like this. 

Helen suffers dementia, says Dr. Lori 
Schindel Martin, Director of Education and 
Clinical Nurse Specialist in Dementia Care 
at Shalom Village in Hamilton, Ontario, and 
most people think dementia automatically 
makes you incapable of having romantic 
feelings or impulses. 

But when everything else is falling apart, 
a little love and affection might be the only 
thing helping you hang on to what little 
sanity you've got 

Unfortunately, many caregivers and pro- 
fessionals who work with the aged aren't 
trained to deal with sexuality, explained 
Schindel Martin, at a presentation on aging 
and sexuality at the Guelph Sexuality 

Conference this past June. As a result, they 
often respond to sexual behaviour among 
the elderly by ignoring it, pathologizing it, 
extinguishing it, or medicating it. 

Or by calling the police. 

Which is what happened in one nursing 
home, when a nurse caught one of the 
male residents with his hand under a 
woman's catheter—and, trust me, he 
wasn't trying to change it. 

“The nurse panicked and didn’t know 
what to do,” explains Schindel Martin, “so 
she notified the head nurse who treated it 
like an assault, and called the police.” 

The cop's sensitive response! 

“Don’t tell the bastard I'm coming to 
interview him ‘cause I'm going to nail his 
hide to the wall,” retells Schindel Martin. 


THERE’S ALWAYS 
TOMORROW... 


Of course, caregivers do have to be 
conscientious of potential sexual abuse. In 
fact, according to a recent Time magazine 
article, a Seattle nursing home had to pay 
$475,000 in a settlement to the children of 
an 86-year-old woman who was allegedly 
sexually assaulted by another resident. Both 
parties are now dead, and both were suf- 
fering from dementia, so who knows what 
was really going on. But jumping to the 
sexual abuse conclusion is a little too easy, 
given our general “Ew!” response when it 
comes to the idea of old people having sex. 

Truth is, several surveys have shown 
that 75 per cent of couples in their 70s are 
still sexually active, while 25 per cent of 
women and 29 per cent of men in their 80s 
are still getting it on. 

In some cases, women with Alzheimer’s 
show an increase in sexual desire. Maybe 
they “forget” their social training to control
